STATE  SUMMARY 

A total  of  1,1)4.63 250  fruit  trees  of  all  types  and  ages  was  reported  in  the  1968  Idaho 
Commercial  Fruit  Tree  Census.  This  is  9 percent  more  than  the  1,052,907  trees  reported 
in  1966.  Trees  of  non-bearing  age  totaled  183,788,  compared  with  132,099  enumerated 
two  years  ago.  The  trees  of  bearing  age  increased  5 percent  from  920,808  trees  in 
1966  to  962,[i.62  bearing  trees  reported  in  1968. 

The  leading  fruit  in  Idaho,  as  measured  by  total  number  of  trees,  continues  to  be 
apples,  accounting  for  I4.I  percent  of  the  total  number.  Other  fruits,  in  order  of 
number  of  trees,  are  prunes,  peaches,  plums,  sweet  cherries,  pears,  sour  cherries, 
apricots,  and  nectarines.  Increases  were  noted  in  the  total  number  of  trees  for  apples, 
plums,  peaches,  nectarines,  and  sweet  cherries.  This  year's  total  number  of  orchards, 
at  1|58,  is  down  10  percent  from  the  508  orchards  enumerated  in  1966  and  20  percent  less 
than  the  572  orchards  in  I96I4.  This  continues  the  downward,  trend  of  recent  years. 

A total  of  13,689  acres  of  all  fruit  trees  was  accounted  for  during  the  enumeration. 

This  is  up  about  2 percent  from  the  13,14-62  acres  reported  in  1966.  Of  the  total 
acreage,  apples  account  for  I48  percent,  prunes  19  percent,  sweet  cherries  11  percent, 
peaches  9 percent,  and  plums  8 percent.  The  remaining  5 percent  is  made  up  of  pears, 
sour  cherries,  apricots,  and  nectarines.  The  average  acreage  per  orchard  in  1968 
was  29.9,  compared  with  26.5  acres  per  orchard  in  1966.

APPLES 

A total  of  35l  orchards,  or  77  percent  of  all  orchards  in  Idaho,  reported  apples  in 
1968.  This  number  of  orchards  is  8 percent  less  than  the  383  orchards  reporting  apples 
in  1966.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  apple  orchards  follows  a general  downward  trend 
that  began  in  1956.  There  has  been  a 37  percent  decline  in  the  number  of  apple  orchards 
in  the  past  12  years. 

The  total  number  of  apple  trees  at  lj.70 , 14.63 , reported  in  1968  shows  an  18  percent  increase 
from  1966.  The  total  number  of  apple  trees  in  Idaho  have  shown  a general  increase, 
amounting  to  92  percent,  since  195U*  Trees  of  bearing  age  show  an  increase  of  7 percent 
to  355,^97  trees  since  1966.  Non-bearing  trees  (0-5  years  of  age)  show  an  increase  of 
70  percent  over  2 years  ago. 

During  the  1968  survey,  6,608  acres  of  apple  trees  were  reported.  This  indicates  an 
average  of  18.8  acres  of  apples  per  apple  orchard  and  a planting  rate  of  71.2  apple 
trees  per  acre.

APPLES 


Red  Delicious  apples  continue  to  be  the  leading  variety  in  Idaho,  accounting  for  I4.6 
percent  of  the  total  number  of  apple  trees . Other  varieties  of  importance  are  Red 
and  Black  Rome  Beauty,  Dwarf  Red  Delicious,  Red  and  Black  Jonathans,  and  C-olden  Delicious. 
These  b varieties  combined  account  for  bb  percent  of  the  total  apple  trees.  In  1966, 

Red  Delicious  apples  accounted  for  kk  percent  of  the  total  trees,  while  Red  and  Black 
Rome  Beauty,  Dwarf  Red  Delicious,  Red  and  Black  Jonathans,  and  Golden  Delicious  also 
accounted  for  hb  percent.  The  following  chart  shows  the  percentage  breakdown  of  the 
leading  apple  varieties  as  reported  in  1968.

When  compared 
with  1966,  a decline  of  17  percent  in  the  number  of  pear  orchards  is  noted.  The 
number  of  orchards  reporting  pear  trees  has  been  steadily  declining  since  1956. 

A total  of  35,866  pear  trees  of  all  ages  were  counted  in  1968.  Of  the  total,  10  per- 
cent were  non-bearing  and  90  percent  were  of  bearing  age.  Since  1966,  there  has  been 
a 6 percent  decline  in  the  total  number  of  pear  trees.  The  number  of  non-bearing  trees 
declined  10  percent  and  bearing  trees  declined  6 percent  since  1966, 

Acres  planted  to  pear  trees  totaled  l+ll+  acres.  This  amounts  to  an  average  of  3.0  acres 
of  pears  per  pear  orchard  and  86.6  pear  trees  per  acre.

A total  of  26l  orchards  reported  prune  trees  during  the  1968  Coiranercial  Fruit  Tree  Census 
enumeration.  This  is  57  percent  of  the  total  number  of  orchards  and  is  10  percent  less 
than  the  290  orchards  reporting  prunes  in  1966.  The  number  of  orchards  reporting  prune 
trees  has  been  steadily  declining  since  19  U9  when  660  prune  orchards  were  enumerated. 

During  1968,  a total  of  263,156  prune  trees  were  counted.  Of  the  total,  6,531  trees  or 
2 percent  were  of  non-bearing  ages  and  256,625  or  98  percent  were  of  bearing  age.  Since 
1966,  there  has  been  a decline  of  7,679  prune  trees. 

The  orchards  enumerated  indicated  2,622  acres  of  prune  trees.  This  amounts  to  an  average 
of  10  acres  of  prunes  per  prune  orchard.  From  these  figures  the  prune  planting  rate  is 
100.ii  trees  per  acre.

A total  of  17l|  orchards  reported  peach  trees  during  the  1968  Commercial  Fruit  Tree  Census 
enumeration.  This  is  38  percent  of  the  total  number  of  orchards  enumerated  and  is  13 
percent  less  than  the  201  orchards  raising  peaches  in  1966.  The  number  of  orchards  report- 
ing peaches  has  been  steadily  declining  since  19li9. 

There  were  127 3 8U7  peach  trees  of  all  ages  reported  in  the  1968  enumeration.  Of  the 
total,  27,391  trees  or  21  percent  were  of  non-bearing  ages  and  100, U56  or  79  percent  were 
of  bearing  age.

When  compared  with  196I4.,  however,  a decline  of  13  percent  in  the  total  number  of  peach  trees 
is  apparent. 

There  were  1,202  acres  reported  planted  to  peach  trees.  This  derives  to  6.9  acres  of 
peaches  per  peach  orchard  and  an  average  planting  rate  of  106.1;  peach  trees  per  acre.

A total  of  l8l  orchards  reported  si^eet  cherry  trees  during  19 68.  Orchards  reporting 
sweet  cherries  amount  to  1;0  percent  of  the  total  orchards  reporting.  When  compared  with 
last  year,  a decline  of  7 percent  in  the  number  of  orchards  reporting  sweet  cherries  is 
noted.  The  number  of  sweet  cherry  orchards  has  been  generally  declining  since  19U9  when 
a total  of  5Ul  sweet  cherry  orchards  were  contacted. 

During  the  1968  enumeration^  a total  of  108,280  sweet  cherry  trees  of  all  ages  were 
reported.  Of  the  total,  19,108  trees  or  18  percent  were  of  non-bearing  ages  and  89,172 
trees  or  82  percent  were  of  bearing  age.  Since  1966,  when  the  last  tree  count  was  taken, 
there  has  been  an  increase  of  I4.I  percent  in  the  total  number  of  sweet  cherry  trees.  When 
compared  with  196U,  an  increase  of  35  percent  is  noted  in  the  total  number  of  sweet 
cherry  trees. 

A total  of  1,525  acres  of  sweet  cherry  trees  were  reported  in  19 68.  This  indicates  an 
average  of  8.U  acres  of  sweet  cherries  per  sweet  cherry  orchard.  The  average  planting 
rate  of  sweet  cherry  trees  is  indicated  to  be  71.0  trees  per  acre.

When  compared  with  1966  and  196I+,  the  number  of  sour  cherry  orchards  has  declined  15 
and  38  percent,  respectively.  The  number  of  sour  cherry  orchards  has  been  declining 
steadily  since  19 1+9  when  21+9  orchards  were  reported. 

A total  of  22,61+2  sour  cherry  trees  of  all  ages  was  enumerated.  Of  the  total,  1,092 
trees  or  5 percent  were  non-bearing  and  21,550  trees  or  95  percent  were  bearing.  Since 
1966,  there  has  been  a 13  percent  decline  in  the  total  number  of  trees. 

The  acres  of  sour  cherries  totaled  212.  This  amounts  to  an  average  of  3.3  acres  of  sour 
cherry  trees  per  sour  cherry  orchard  and  an  average  planting  rate  of  106.8  sour  cherry 
trees  per  acre.

A total  of  79  orchards  reported  apricot  trees,  about  I?  percent  of  the  total  orchards  in 
Idaho.  When  compared  with  1966,  the  number  of  orchards  reporting  apricots  is  down  21 
percent.  The  number  of  apricot  orchards  has  been  declining  since  19 1*9  when  1+58  orchards 
reported  apricot  trees. 

The  total  number  of  apricot  trees  counted  at  l+,066,  is  1*9  percent  below  the  7,969  trees 
counted  in  1966.  Of  the  total  this  year,  809  or  20  percent  were  non-bearing  while  3,257 
or  80  percent  were  of  bearing  ages. 

The  total  acres  of  apricot  trees  was  reported  to  be  1*7  acres.  This  indicates  an  average 
of  0.6  acres  per  orchard  and  an  average  planting  rate  of  86.5  apricot  trees  per  acre.

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NECTARINES 

Only  12  Idaho  growers  reported  nectarines  during  the  1968  tree  count.  This  is  2 
orchards  more  than  were  enumerated  in  19 66.  Nectarines  have  been  included  in  the 
fruit  tree  census  since  19£8— at  which  time  5 orchards  reported  the  fruit. 

A total  of  3,869  nectarine  trees  were  enumerated  this  year.  This  compares  with  3,7314- 
trees  reported  in  1966  and  b,030  reported  in  I96I4. 

A total  of  38  acres  of  nectarine  trees  were  reported.  This  indicates  an  average  of  3.2 
acres  of  nectarines  per  orchard  reporting  nectarines  and  a planting  rate  of  101.8  trees 
per  acre . 

La  Grand  is  the  leading  variety,  accounting  for  83  percent  of  the  total.  Three  varieties 
of  nectarines  were  reported.

During  the  1968  Commercial  Fruit  Tree  Census  taken  by  the  Idaho  Inspectors,  6 orchards 
were  reported  from  Malheur  County.  A total  of  187  acres  of  fruit  was  reported  or  an 
average  of  31 . 2 acres  per  orchard. 

A total  of  16,317  fruit  trees  of  all  ages  was  reported.  Apples  and  prunes  were  the 
leading  fruits  reported  in  this  area,  accounting  for  70  and  13  percent,  respectively. 
New  plantings  were  concentrated  in  apples  with  a limited  amount  of  new  prune  and  plum 
plantings .
